up some new records with the over­ 
night snowfall th a t was the earliest 
m ajor snow in the 51-year history 
of th e G ettysburg w eather station. 
It 
was

November 
snow since 1938—but the IO inches 


Snow, ranging from four to eight 
inches, with more forecast, blanketed 
the 
county 
during 
the 
night, 
closed “about half the rural roads,” 
cut traffic to a m inim um on the sec­ 
ondary roads and kept 60 men work­ 
ing throughout the night to keep 
th a t cam e in November th a t year 
m ain hghways from closing as 
arrived on the 24th and 25th of 
the m onth.
